ATTEMPT TO STAMPEDE THE 
INDIA CONFERENCE. 


DIE-HARD OUTLOOK. 


London, Dec. 11. 

Protesting against “the 
unwarrantable change in the 
estimation of the facts of the 
Indian problem,” which’ he 
declared bad not changed, 
Mr, Winston Churchill made 
a most remarkable specch in 
Landon to-day, declaring 
that the Government's duty 
was to promote India’s wel- 
fare with good administra- 
tion instead of raining falsc 
hopes of speedy political 
changes. 


It was notable that Mr. Wins- 
ton Churchill was addressing a 
meeting of business men in the 
City which was described as 1 
non-political meeting. though it 
was held under the auspices of 
the Indian Empire Socicty. 

At the outaet, the former Tory 
Minister declared thnt the abaurd 
pretensions of the Indian 
extremists had met with nothing 
but soft depreentions und. placi- 
tory words by the Governments of 
India and Great Britain. 

This weakness had encouraged 
the extremists. 


No Relinquishment, 


It was therefore necessary to 
resatate) untistaukably that the 
Lritish nation did not intend to 
relinquish — effectual control of 
Indian life and progress and that 
the Round Table Conference had 
no power te frame a constitution,

that a new House af Commons 
would be in existence before the 
Gavernment of tndia Act can be 
introduced.

IMPORTANT CHANGES. 


London, Dee, 11. 

The Rt. Hon, Sir Halford 
Mackinder, P.C., who has been 
chairman of the Imperial Ship- 
ping and Imperial Economic 
Committees far some years past, 
recently tendered his resigna- 
tion of the latter organisation, 
but at the request of Mr. 
Ramsay MacDonald has aycreed 
to continue in office until 
changes in the constitution have 
been effected.

Sir Halford’s Letter. 


Sir Halford Mackinder’s letter 
to the Prime Minister, ‘dated 
November 18—four days from the 
closing of the Conference—recalls 
that on the eve of the Imperial 
Conference he placed himself at 
their disposal respecting his chair. 
manship of the Imperial Economic 
Committee and the Imperial Shipp- 
ing Committee, feeling that the 
Covernments of the Empire might 
desire to remodel one or both. 

The Report of the Graham Com- 
mittee, endorsed by the Confer- 
ence, seemed to Imply | that he 
should continue ag the Chairman 
of the Shipping Committee, but 
that the chair of the Economic 
Committee should be occupied for 
one year by a representative of 
euch Government in. turn. 

In tendering his resignation, he 
anys he is proud of the fact that 
the body ‘should not only receive 
a fresh lense of life, but alse 
more accurately an imperial con- 
stitution, a.wider reference, and, 
need be, oa reinforced 
secretariat,

Premier's Reply. 


The Prime Minister, replying. 
ecalla the conference tesohitions 
ring testiinony to the velue of 
Halford Mackinder’s services 
on both Committees. a . 

Experience of ‘the working of 
the Imperial Eeonomic Committze 
had removed apprehensions which 
attended its commencement. Its 
sphere of work and its influence 
had steadily increased. 

The term of Sir Halford’s chair- 
manship had witnessed a most 
valuable advance in imperial co- 
operation. 

The Prime Minister asked Sir 
Halford Mackinder ta continue in 
the chairmanship until — the 
changes in constitution have been 
effected and trusts that he will 
algo be able to remain as Chair, 
men of the Shipping Committee. 


Graham Report.

HOPEFUL TALKS. 


Londen, Dec. 11, 

Much importance is attached in 
she Indin Round Table Conference 
cireles to conversations which are 
proceeding privately for the ad- 
justment of Hondu-Mostem dif- 
ferences. 

To-morrow's Sub-Comnittee 
meetings and the meeting of the 
full conference In committee next 
week will revenl that excellent 
progress has been made with the 
gencral work of ‘the conference 
and it is recognised that a settle- 
ment of the communal differences 
would have an immediate effect in 
speeding up the task before the 
conference. 

The Prime Minister, who 
throughout has maintained an in- 
timate touch with the members of 
all the delegntions and fs fully 
alive to the diffleulties which the 
communal questions have raised, 
has been closely watching — the 
efforts for their acttlement. 

When It became known early in 
the week that he was willing to 
place his services as a conciliator 
at their disposal, both the Moslems 
and the Hindus readily took ad- 
vantage of it. 


Promising Start. 


Four of the lending men on 
vach side, therefore, visited the 
Prime Minister's offielal residence 
on Tuesday and a_ tong’ talk 
ensued, The Prime Minister was 
necompanied by the Soeretary for 
India, Mr. Weditwood Benn, and 
the Attorney Gonvral, Sir William 
Jowett. “ 

The conversattons, promising to 
be fruitful of results, were con- 
tinted yexterday when it was 
deemed desirable to widen the 
scope of the discussion and to in- 
vite other prominent members of 
the conference cbnnected with the 
provinces — concerned in the 
negotiations to take part. Those 
to-day attend with the original 
negotiators at the House of Com- 
mons and at the close of the mect- 
ing it was officially stated:

DEFRAUDED. 


FIVE-YEAR TERM FOR 
FRENCHMAN. 


SENTENCE IS, HOWEVER, 
SUSPENDED. 


BANK INVOLVED. 


Shunghai, Dee. 8. 

Charged — with defrauding 
several prominent local banks of 
sums amounting, in the aggre- 
gate, to almost two Inkhs of 
taela, Paul Georges Varenne, a 
French citizen, formerly carry- 
ing on business under the style 
of Varenne & Co, silk mer- 
chants, was sentenced in the 
French Consular Court, before 
President Ch. Touissant, and 
Messrs, L. Lion and H. Civet, 
sitting as Assessors. 

After evidence had been given, 
the necused was found quilty, and 
sentenced to imprisonment of five 
years’ penal servitude, and a fine 
of Fes. 3,000. (Thix sum accord- 
ing to French law, is multiplled 744 
times, and really amounts to Fea. 
22,6000 or the equivalent of $3,000 
Mexican currency.) 

The accused was defended by 
Maitre J. Barraud, while Mr. J. E. 
tndeley watched the case on be- 
half of the Hongkong and Shanghai 
Banking Corporation and the Na- 
tlonal Commercial and Savings 
Bank. .

Many Charges. 


_ There were 15 charges, in three 
of which Varenne was charged, as 
principal, with defrauding the Na- 
tional Bank of India, Ltd., and the 
National Commercial and Savings 
Bank, of sums amounting to £5,- 
065 Sterling, by means of fictitious 
invoices. accompanying bills of ex- 
change, to the total amount of 
£7,730. 

The other 12 further charges 
were of inatignting and abetting 
one named Pierre Raoui Maurice 
Arnaud, an employee of the dle- 
oused's in defrauding the National 
Comm al and Savings Bank, the 
Hongkong and Shanghai Banking. 
Corporation, and the Chartered 
Bank of Indin, Australia and China, 
Ltd., of amounts, totalling approx- 
mately to £10,000 odd, on bills 
nmounting to some £26,000. 

The man Arnaud was alxo 
charged with the first accused on 
the last 12 of the counts, with de- 
frauding the banks of 1 like sum 
a4 principal, but this accused, on 
his name being called, failed to 
uppear, nnd it is believed that he 
has absconded from the jurisdic. 
tion of the French Court. 


Aceused's «Admissions, 


The accused, on being interragat- 
ed by the President, admitted all 
the facts of the case, und frankly 
atnted that Arnaud had acted en- 
tirely throughout on his 
(Varenne’s) instructions. — . 

Accused pleaded that in what he 
had. done, he had had no criminal: 
intention to defraud the complain- 
ants, or any of them, and, while 
necknowledging that he had done 
wrong, pleaded that his “indiscre- 
tion” had grown from a small be- 
ginning until it had almost become 
n habit: he admitted that in May 
1929, he lirat started overdrawing 
uxuinst invoices in order to meet 4 
claim in France of Fes. 100,000 and 
from that initial step, the matter 
had gone on. .° 

Maitre J. Barraud asked for the 
clemency of the Court to be ex- 


erciaed on behalf of the ‘accused, }- 


pointing out that he was‘a first of- 
fender, and that criminal intent 
wis entirely absent from the mind, 
of the accused,« in what he had 
done, ani, referring to prisoner’s, 
war services, desired the Court to 
take all the surrounding ‘facts into 
consideration. © Ne : . 
Cunning Methods:

TWENTY ARRESTS. 


A scries of lightning raids 
carried out by the police last 
night and carly this morning 
resulted in the arrest of fur- 
ther Communist  suapects. 
Twenty men are now detain- 
ed in cells, and it is believed 
that a most complete clean- 
up of the ringlenders and 
the more dangerous ‘agitn- 
tors has been offected. 


The whole affair reflects. the 
highest credict on the resource 
and strategy of the police. 
There is no doubt that the Com- 
munist lenders had plotted a 
riotous demonstration in Hong. 
kong yesterday, and the manner 
in which it was nipped in. the 
bud is likely to dampen their 
ardour for the futura. 


Bullet-Proof Vesta. 


Information reaching the 
nuthorities gave reason for oxtra+ 
ordinary precautions. Nearly two 
hundred men were engaged in the 
operations in Queen’sa Road West, 
in various guises, and those en- 
trusted with the most dangerous 
work all. wore bullet-proof vosta.

SIX ORDINANCES 
PASSED. : 


NO DISCUSSION ON THE

In moving the second reading, 
the Attorney General said; In 
Committee TP propose, in acvor- 
dance wlth your Excellency’s 
direction, fo move certain small 
amendments to this Bi, all of an 
immaterial nature, inasmuch as

ESSENTIALS OF 
WORLD PEACE. 


STRIKING SPEECH 
FIELD MARSHAL. 


‘ London, Dee. 11. 

The veteran soldier, «Field 
Marshal Sie William Robertson, one 
of the outatanding figures in the 
Great War, made n striking apecct 
on the maintenance of the world’s 
peace, when, yesterday, he unveiled 
in Hollywood, Southampton, the last 
of five memoriala erected in Britain 
to officers and men of the forces 
who fell during the war and whose 

* raves were unknown. : 

“Such ceremonies,” he sald, “re- 
mind as of the large suma still, belay 
expended upon armaments, and that 
deapite the enormous sacrifiges In 
the Great War, including no fewer 
‘than 9,000,000 lives, many people 
think wara will continue to recur. 
Fortunately, the picture hns another 
side. Whereas that meana of settl- 
ing international disputes i& now 
more universally condemned an a 
Jailure than ever before, nnd every 
day it becomes more evident that 
there are no really forcign nations, 
but the interests of all are su close- 
ly Interwoven that if one nation 
suffers all will auffer to some ox- 
tent, 

“Undaubtedly, the maintenance of 
wrent and costly arinaments da not 
the firat essential measure required 
to prevent war. By fir the most 
important requirement ix leas Jea- 
lousy and lesa selfishness in Che con. 
duct of International affairs, That 
aptrit ia; we may hope, now gradual. 
ly appearing, and when it ia ade. 
quately forthooming, nd not till 
then, disarmament will follow rapid.

RANDITS DEFEATED ‘TEN 
MILES FROM CITY. 


Canton, Dec, 11, 

The tension at Namyuny, in 
northern Kwangtung is understood 
to have relaxed considerably, since 
the Umely arrival of reinforce. 
menta from the 63rd Nationalist 
Division, dispatched from Canton, 
and some 1,000 village volunteers 
who were enllated In the vicinity of 
Namyung and Shiukwan, By co- 
operating with the gendarmes und 
‘ ntonese troops 
succeeded in defeating the bandits 
aome ten miles from Namyung. 
With over 4,000 soldicrs, gendarmes 
and village yvolunteera engaged in 
thia anti-Communist expedition it 
is anticipated that all undesirables 
in Northern Kwangtung will soon 
he driven out of the 
Namyung ja utderstood' to be 
quict, ‘although communication 
with the Kiangs! frontier is inter- 
rupted by bandit agtivities.
